The f a th e r and boy had been out 
in a field cutting w e e d s and had t a k ­ 
en the shot gun along, thinking they 
might get a s h o t at a s<purred. They 
were returning to the house when tile 
aeeident oeeurred.

had ju s t taken a shot at a bird, and 
while he w a s examining a tree in the 
orchard, handed the gun to the boy. 
The boy turned, and a - he threw the 
gun over Ids shoulder, it exploded. 
The ('barge from the gun entered 
Mr. Marshall’s 
right 
side, almost 
tearing off the right arm. 
Ile was 
not o \ e r three feet 
from the gun 
when 
it 
exploded. 
The 
shot gun 
was double-barrelled. It is believed 
that Mr. M arshall 
had 
forgotten 
about an other shell being in the gun 
when in1 handed it to the boy. 
The boy. seeing what had happen 
ed, ran to the house and summoned 
aid. 
Mr. Marshall was dead when 
help reached his side and death was 
believed 
to have 
been almost 
in­ 
stant. 
immediately following the shoot­ 
ing wild rum ors of m urder reached 
this city and Deputy Sheriff Sullivan 
and Policeman ^ akey hurried to the 
scene. 
The 
coroner 
investigated 
and the boy is not held, as it is be­ 
lieved to have been purely accidental. 
The son was almost overcome by the 
tragedy and could hardly tell the 
s t o r y to the coroner and officers.

Suprem e Court Justice Makes Caustic 
C om m ent on Divorce Cases. 
In the course of a divorce case In 
which the husband adm itted being a 
bigamist, Supreme Court Justice Fred­ 
erick E. Crane of Brooklyn delivered 
a brief but crackling philippic against 
American marriage and divorce condi­ 
tions. 
“M arriage is the cheapest thing un­ 
der our law,” snapped the justice. 
“Marry one day and then come back in 
court the following morning and get 
divorced! 
Swapping wives and hus­ 
bands has become as common as swap­ 
ping horses in our country. If we want 
polygamy why don’t we come out 
bravely and establish it here? 
“We judges, the supposed guardians 
of the law, are fore et! practically to 
sit back and wink a t felonies and 
watch the offenders go free.” 
“Perhaps I sometimes say too much 
in court,” Justice Crane added later in 
his chamber, but he didn’t smile when 
he said it.

Police searching for missing per­ 


s o n s stated today they believe those 
unaccounted for tire dead. 
At least 
six are believed 
to be buried 
in the 
hulks of sunken 
steamboats 
in the 
Ohio river. 
About one hundred 
and 
fifty are injured, some seriously. 
A succession of tragedies 
were 
developed 
and 
pathetic 
incidents 
were so numerous and widespread 
that the human mind could hardly 
grasp the magnitude of the calamity 
that had come almost without warn­ 
ing, and had occupied less than IO 
minutes 
iii 
its 
enactment. 
Many 
homes were saddened by the death 
or maiming of loved ones. 
Eleven members of two families, 
the (’aliens of Eight street, and the 
Tennebaums, of Sixth street, cousins 
were killed by being buried under the 
debris of their homes. 
Other fatal­ 
ities were scattered over the city. 
Above all the 
dreadful 
harvest of 
death and desolation marked by a 
train of wreckage and human suffer­ 
ing *tood forth the sublime truth 
that mankind i< pitifully helpless in 
a contest with the forces of nature. 
That 
the storm was 
made up of 
cyclonic waves was demonstrated by 
the odd pranks that were pLaved. It 
was a wild orgy and rampage of the 
elements. 
Particularly on the hill­ 
top- did the wind display its weird 
eccentricity. 
In some places its in- 
ten-ity varied, moving in eddies of 
irrefutable 
power, 
wrecking 
one 
house and leaving another within a 
few feet untouched, and in others 
as balmy and harmless as a zephyr. 
The 
elemental hand 
was 
laid 
heaviest upon the lower part of the 
city, and for once the 
surrounding 
hills did 
not shelter 
the 
basin in 
which the older part of Cincinnati 
lit1-. 
In the morgue yesterday were 
more dead than ever reposed in that 
grewsoine 
place at one 
time. 
The 
faces of some of the victims were 
distorted with terror, 
their 
bodies 
marred, while others met a merciful 
end .so quickly that their counten­ 
ances 
were peaceful 
and 
without 
trace of pain. 
Considering the stableness of the 
visitation it appears that the toll 
of lives is not large, and the thous­ 
ands at summer resorts, 
in pleasure 
craft on the river and variously en­ 
gaged in the pursuit of amusement 
may feel grateful for their escape.

starving Belgium an ‘Indiana ship’ 
laden with the food products of the 
state, and with provender purchased 
by such cash funds, as may be con­ 
tributed from within the state.

Cost of Living Goes up as Private 


Business And Government Re­ 


venues Decline 


GOVERNMENT 
REPORTS SHOW 


Recalled Protective Tariff Was De­ 


nounced as Raid on Working­ 


man’s Pantry 


Washington, July 8.— Tho cost of 


living advances as private business 


and Government 
revenues 
decline. 


The foreign fodo producer gleefully 
pocket- 
tht> 
free trade 
margin 
promised the con-umer. 
The far­ 
mer’s prices are set by his foreign 
competitor and the laboring man is 
without the wherewithal to purchase 
from either. These are facts brought 
to ligt by Government reports. 
The argument 
which 
stood 
out 
more prominently than any other in 
the tariff controversy of the post 
years 
was the 
contention 
of the 
Democrats that the prime influence 
on the cost of living was the tariff. 
They denounced the protective policy 
as a raid on the pantry of the work­ 
ingman, and a tribute exacted from 
the very warp and woof of the cloth- 
in which he wore. 
Speaker Champ 
Clark cried from the housetops, “the 
cost of living by reason of the high 
tariff and trusts has become so high 
that it is with extreme difficulty that 
millions of people manage to live at 
all.” 
The first plank in the Democratic 
platform of 1912 declared for “tar­ 
iff reform.” and read as follows:— 
“The high cost of living is a ser­ 
ious 
problem 
in every 
American 
home. 
The Republican party, in its 
platform, attempts to escape from 
responsibility for present by deny­ 
ing that they are due to a protective 
tariff. 
We take issue with them on 
this subject, and charge that excess­ 
ive prices result in a large measure 


from the high tariff laws enacted 


and maintained by tile Republican 
party and from t r u s t s and commer­ 


cial conspiracies fostered and 
en­ 


couraged by such laws, and we a s ­ 
sert that no substantial relief 
can 
be secured 
tor the people 
without 
import duties on the necessaries of 
life ore materially reduced ami these 
commercial conspiracies broken up. 
The Underwood law placed nearly 
all food products on the free li-t. 
and on t ho occasion of its signa­ 
ture by Pre-ident 
Wil-on, 
Oct. 3, 
1913, 
Mr. 
Underwood 
said: 
“ I 
have the utmost confidence in the 
new tariff law— J ani absolutely con­ 
fident that tin- law will reduce the 
cost of living in the United State.-.” 
The m od recent confession of er­ 
ror on the {»arf of the Democracy 
is eontaintd in a retail price bulletin 
issued by the Department of Labor. 
The anal} sis of the bulletin states 
that “ September 1914 the price of all 
food was 7.1 per cent higher than 
the average price for 1913.”

bined, the highest price was reached

SHOT DISCHARGED IN HIS SIDE 


Gun Explodes When Father Stops 


to Inspect Apple Tree and 


Hands it to His Son. 


Oscar Marshall, GO years old, a 


well known fanner, was accidentally 
shot and almost instantly killed by 
his twelve-year-old son, Will Mar- 
shall, yesterday afternoon about five 
o'clock. 
The shooting occurred in 


the orchard at the Marshall home, 
two miles northeast of Arlington. 


The father and boy had been out 


in n Held cutting1 weeds and had tak- 
en the shot gun along, thinking they 
might get a shot at a squirred. They 
were returning to the house when the 
accident occurred. 
Mr. 
Marshall 


had just taken a shot at a bird, and 
while he was examining; a tree in the 
orchard, handed the gun to the boy. 
The boy turned, and as he threw the 
pun over his shoulder, it exploded. 


The charge from the gun entered 


Mr. Marshall's right 
side, almost 


(curing off the right arm. 
He was 


not over three feet 
from the gun 


when 
it 
exploded. The shot gun 


w;:s double-barrelled. It is believed 
that Mr. Marshall 
had 
forgotten 


about another shell being in the gun 
when he handed it to the boy. 


The boy, seeing what had happen- 


ed, ran to the house and summoned 
aid. 
Mr. Marshall was dead when 


help reached his side and death was 
believed to hare been almost in- 
stant. 


Immediately following the shoot- 


ins wild rumors of murder reached 
this city and Deputy Sheriff Sullivan 
and Policeman Yakey hurried to the 
scene. 
The 
coroner 
investigated 


and the boy is not held, as it is be- 
lieved to have been purely accidental. 
The son was almost overcome by the 
tragedy and could hardly tell the 
slorv to the coroner and officers.

It was 
expected he "would take the name of 
Constantine XIIL, reviving the old 
Byzantine line, but he contented him- 
self with the simple Constantine I. 


He was bom at Athens Aug. 2, 1SG8. 


He was educated by tutors obtained 
from Iieipsic and from early boyhood 
showed effects of German influence.

sin, sister of Kaiser Wilhelm, at Ath- 
ens Oct 27, 1SS9. 
Tall, soldierly In appearance, quiet, 


reserved almost to shyness, Constan- 
tino was for a long while most unpopu- 
lar with the Greeks. He was blamed 
for the failure of the Greeks in the 
•war with, the Turks in 1S97. 


Until the war with Turkey he had 


had little military experience aside 
fronV participating in the annual 
maneuvers "of the German army. When 
he saw his country drifting into war 
•with the Turks he opposed the move- 
ment, for he knew his people were ut- 
terly unprepared. The Greek Infantry 
were then armed with discarded 
French rifles, bought at $2 each. 


In 190S Constantino felt his unpopu- 


larity so keenly that he acquired a pal- 
ace in St Petersburg, took service in 


the Russian army, and was determined 
on quitting Greece f oreve*. But in 1311 
the national legislature by an over- 
whelming vote restored him to his for- 
mer post as inspector general of the 
Greek army. Then came the Balkan 
war and Constantine soon became the 
hero of his people. 


He brought the Greek army to a 


state of high efficiency and led it to 
many victories, not the least of which 
were those at Saloniki and Janina. 
Several New Yorkers headed the com- 
mittee which presented him with a 
jeweled sword as a memento of these 
achievements. 


Complete accord has not always ruled 


in the domestic affairs of Constantino. 
While there was no whisper of scan- 
dal, he and Sophia lived apart for a 
time and there seemed little prospect 
of a reconciliation until after the vic- 
tories in the Balkans. 


Curiously enough, there is a very old 


Greek tradition which says that when 
a royal Coustantine weds a Princess 
Sophia then- sou shall reign in Con- 
stantinople and revive the ancient By- 
zantiue empire. 


George of Greece is the eldest son 


of Constantine and Sophia, He was 
born July 7, 1890, and is not married. 
His engagement to the beautiful Prin- 
cess Elizabeth, eldest daughter of King 
Ferdinand of Koumania, was announc- 
ed two years ago. subsequently denied 
and then later reannounced. Early in 
the present year it was stated that the 
wedding had been scheduled for the 
spring, but postponed on account of 
the war. 
Like his father, George received his 


education and military training in Ger- 
many under the care of his uncle, the 
kaiser. 
Because of this there have 


been reports from time to time that the 
Greeks looked with more favor on 
Prince Nicholas, brother of Constan- 
tine. 
George has two brothers and two 


sisters. 
Prince Alexander, born in 


1803; Princess Helene, born in 1800; 
Prince Paul, born in 1901, and Prin- 
cess Irene, born in 1901. 


Prince Nicholas commanded 
the 


Greek artillery in the Balkan wars. 
He received his military education in 
France. His wife is the Grand Duch- 
ess Helene of Russia, daughter of the 
late Grand Duke Vladimir. Thus In- 
stead of the influence of Dowager 
Queen Olga being minimized In his 
case as in that of King Constantino, 
by a German wife, the influence of 
Princess Helene is all exercised against 
the German tendency of the family. 


Kins Ferdinand of Roumania, father 


of Princess Elizabeth, is a Hohenzol- 
lern, while the princess' mother Is 
Princess Mary of Great Britain and 
Ireland.

to the American news- 


papermen who had seen Hubbard in 
life.

Cost of Living Goes up as Private 


Business And Government Re- 


venues Decline 


GOVERNMENT 
REPORTS SHOW 


Recalled Protective Tariff Was De- 


nounced as Raid on Working- 


man's Pantry 


• Washington, July 8.—The cost of 


living advances as private business 
and Government revenues decline. 
The foreign fodo producer gleefully 
pockets the 
free trade 
margin 


promised the consumer. The far- 
mer's prices are set by his foreign 
competitor and the laboring man is 
without the wherewithal to purchase 
from either. These are facts brought 
to ligt by. Government reports. 
' • The: argument which stood 
out 


more prominently than any other in 
the tariff controversy of the past 
years' was the contention of the 
•Democrats that the prime influence 
on the cost of living was the tariff. 
They denounced the protective policy 
as a raid on the pantry of Hie work- 
iTagman, and a tribute exacted from 
the very warp and woof of the eloth- 
5n which he wore. Speaker Champ 
Clark cried from the housetops, "the 
cost of living by reason of the high 
'tariff and trusts has become so high 
that it is with extreme difficulty that 
millions .of people manage to live at 
all.". 
. 


The first plank in the Democratic 


platform of 1912 declared for "tar- 
iff reform," and read as follows:— 


"The high .cost of living is a ser- 


ious 
problem in every 
American 


home. The Republican party, in its 
platform, attempts to escape from 
.responsibility for present by deny- 
ing that they, are due to a protective 
tariff. We take issue with them on 
.this subject, and charge that excess- 
.ive.prices result-in a large measure 


from the high tariff laws enacted 
and maintained by the Republican 
party and from trusts and commer- 
cial conspiracies fostered and 
en- 


couraged by such laws, :ind wo as- 
sert that no substantial relict' can 
be secured for the people without 
import duties on the necessaries of 
life are materially reduced and these 
commercial conspiracies broken up. 


The Underwood law placed nearly 


all food products on the free list, 
and on the occasion of its signa- 
ture by President 
Wilson, Oct. 3, 


1013, 
Mr. Underwood 
said: "I 


have the utmost confidence in the 
new tariff law—I am absolutely con- 
fident that this law will reduce the 
cost of living in the United States.'' 


The most recent confession of er- 


ror on the part of the Democracy 
is containtd in a retail price bulletin 
issued by the Department of Labor. 
The analysis of the bulletin states 
that "September 1914 the price of all 
food was 7.1 per cent higher than 
the average price for 1913." Fur- 
ther on: "For the eight years 1907 
to 1914, considering 'all food com- 
bined, the highest price was reached 
in 1914."

Fresh meats were placed on the 


free list by the 
Underwood 
law, 


since the enactment of which our|
